Philadelphia, to address the League 
of Republican Clubs 
In his letter 
regretting

former president states th at he has 
made no engagements to partioipat 
in political gatherings and cannot 
do so at the present time. 
The colonel is annoyed by the re­ 
ports from the United States of ex­ 
tensive engagements made for poll 
tical speeches. 
While he will not discuss the re­ 
ports, his close 
friends point out 
that the stories are being circulated 
for political effect. They deciare tha 
in many instances 
the false state 
ments of alleged 
political engage 
ments are undoubtedly circulated by 
members of the regular republican 
party organization to make it ap­ 
pear that Roosevelt intends to ai 
them in their fight against the pre 
greesives. 
This is the 
way that 
the an­ 
nouncement that he would address 
the League 
of Republican Clubs 
thus sounding the 
keynote of the 
congressional 
campaign about

open, is regarded by those who en­ 
joy the colonel's confidence.

COMMISSION HAS 
A TEDIOUS JOB 


Will Determine Reasonable­ 
ness of the Increases 
in the Railroad 
Rates 


WASHINTON, D. C , June 10.- 
The seven members of the interstate 
commerce commission have prepar­ 
ed for a' long tussle with the pro­ 
posed railroad rate increases. 
Just 
as soon as the railroad bill becomes 
a law the commission will start the 
machinery to determine the reason­ 
ableness of the suggested increases. 
The conference are still struggling 
with the law itself but the most stu­ 
pendous task will be the work of the 
commission. 
It will have to dissect 
each one of the hundreds of the in­ 
dividual tariffs upon which increas­ 
es have 
already 
been filed. 
The 
railroad men, 
who conferred with 
the president this week, say the in­ 
creases already filed 
are a small 
proportion of those contemplated. 
Immediately upon the passage of 
the law special agents of the com­ 
mission will be sent to the head­ 
quarters of the various roads.

to do any swim m ing him self, he ex­ 
plained his m ethod of instruction, 
and also several ways to resuscitate 
a drow ning person.

one of the best swim m ers at the Y. 
M. C. A. 
Giving reasons for his preference 
of the crawl over the breast stroke, 
th e instructor said th a t it was better 
In th at in order to use It a m an m ust 
keep his head under w ater, giving 
him m ore im pact than if above, and 
th a t there is more of a sw’ing in this 
m ovem ent, 
thereby helping 
round 
shouldered people in th a t it corrects 
these muscles.

would have cut off the $25,000 be­ 
quest to Accetta, which wap in partial 
settlement of a breach of promise 
case the young Italian tenor had in­ 
stituted against his benefactress.
